years. This does not mean that he is a flash in the 
pan but rather that he has been building steadily 
upward from a good solid foundation until now he finds 
himself up well near the top as a sire of milk producers— 
and in fact, in a number of important respects at the very 
peak above all others. He is the only sire now in service 
for whom ten daughters have been reported with records 
above 600 Ibs. milk in a week. These ten averege 690 Ibs.

cause his owners did not, until recently, do any long time 
testing that the daughters of Colantha 8th are not more 
prominent in the longer divisions.

Another Method of Cdmputing World’s Championships for Combined Milk and Butter 








regarding the World’s Champions for combined milk 

and butter production in the 365-day division 

aroused no little interest among our readers judg- 
ing from the letters we have received from all over the 
United States. 

One of the most interesting of these letters, even 
though it does not agree with us in every part, came from 
St. J. Alison Lawton, Charleston, S. C., who offered a con- 
structive criticism on our method of computation and 
submitted one of his own. 

It will be remembered that the method we outlined was 
briefly as follows. A cow’s standing for butter production 
in her class was obtained and also her standing for milk 
production. These two standings—not the amounts but 
the relative positions—are added together, the lowest 
total being the World’s Champion for combined milk and 
butter. For instance Segis Pietertje Prospect ranking 
first for milk and third for butter would have a total of 
four points which is better than Tilly Alcartra ranking 
second for milk and tenth for butter which would be 
twelve points.

THE LAWTON METHOD 


1. Divide the amount of butterfat by the require- 
ments of butterfat for age to get the percentage 
for butterfat. 

2. Multiply the requirements of butterfat by 30 to 
get the requirement of milk. 

3. Divide the amount of milk by the requirement of 
milk for age to get the percentage for milk. 

4. Average the percentaae for butterfat with the per- 
centage for milk. 











Mr. Lawton explains his own method as follows: 
The Lawton Method 

In getting at the value of any butter fat record of a cuw 
count as 100 the amount required of the cow of that age for 
that test. For instance should a cow make twice as much 
butterfat as required, her percentage would be 200. if 2% 
times as much 250 and soon. Thus her score is gotten by 
dividing what she made by the amount required by the 
advanced registry office. 

When it comes to milk production, by referring to the 
last Blue Book, it is seen the average of all mature cows 
on yearly test was 30 times as much milk as fat. So 
multiply the amount required for fat by 30 and count that 
amount of milk as 100. By dividing the amount given by 
the cow by this you get her credit for milk in the same 
manner. With mature cows on yearly test the divisor for 
fat would be 360 and for milk 1080. 

For the combined production we average the percentage 
for milk and the percentage for butter fat. 

Table I shows the thirty leading mature cows for com- 
me = and butter, when computed by the Lawton 
10d.

The advantages claimed for this method are: 

Ist. It is more equitable, a cow getting credit for 
every pound of milk and fat while a comparison by the 
relative positions, a given difference between two cows in 
production of mik or butter gives a variable amount in 
their combined value, and vice versa. For instance in 
butter points mature class, a difference of 10.67 Ibs. of 
butter between Oak Dale Burke De Kol and Laurameka 
made a difference of five points, while 43.32 lbs. between 
O. K. L. Pearl Tula and Segis Pietertje Prospect make a 
difference of only one point. 

2d. It permits of a fair comparison between records of 
all ages of milk, butter or combined, by use of the proper 
Advanced Registry requirement. 

3d. You can compare any records of two cows without 
relation to all other cows, irrespective off ages of cows. 

4th. You can compare all records of any cow. For 
instance: Jewel Pontiac Segis’ record at two years, two 
months, ten days and three years, ten months, no days 
show that the former record is better in butter and com- 
bined production while the latter is better in milk produc- 
tion. 

5th. The relatives position of two cows in their com- 
bined records cannot alter without either of them making 
a new record which could happen under your method. For 
instance the relative position of Jolie Topsy Pauline De 
Kol and Emeretta Korndyke De Kol will alter if two cows 
make records between theirs in butter and both their milk 
records are above that of Jolie Topsy Pauline De Kol, 
which is liable to happen soon. 

In like manner, by use of the proper requirements, 
similar data can be worked out for the 7, 30 and 305 day 
divisions. 

Mr. Lawton admits that there is some little work in 
getting the value of records this way, but insists that it is 
no more trouble than calculating the percentage of fat of 
a test and once gotten it stands as a comparison of that 
record of the cow with all other records. 

He suggests the use of a handy table book which will 
greatly simplify the work involved. Following are Mr. 
Lawton’s tables for the 365 day division:

COWS AND WALL STREET 


N encouraging sign of the better understanding 
that is coming to exist between the consumer in the 
city and the dairyman is contained in the following 


editorial from a recent Wall Street Journal: 

“Trust the American cow to relieve the credit 
situation and improve the federal reserve ratio. She 
is doing it, bless her honest heart. Taken in connec- 
tion with hogs and poultry, the dairy cows have been 
among the strongest upholders of business in the 
period of depression. 

Wall street does not overlook what agriculture 
means to the country. Its total production in the past 
five years amounted to more than $100,000,000,000, al- 
most twice the extreme limit of the German repara- 
tion. The farmers make up the largest single class of 
consumers. The annual farm income is a matter 
reaching up (or down) to every bank and business in 
grain, cotton, wool, beef and mutton. 

But there has been no such deflation in dairy pro- 
ducts. The cow indorses the farmer’s note and it is 
“good paper.’ She furnishes ready cash to liquidate 
it. Every country banker knows that, and in the sec- 
tions with this kind of diversification there has been 
little talk of “frozen credits.” 

This is an industry with a production valued around 
$1,000,000,000 a year. In volume it is about 10,000,000, 
000 gallons of milk, 1,500,000,000: pounds of butter and 
800,000,000 pounds of cheese. Production does not equal 
demand. We are automatically increasing the per 
capita consumption of these products. 

A well-bred dairy cow is one of the greatest food 
producers in the world. An experiment conducted by 
the University of Missouri proved that in a single 
season one of its cows produced food equivalent to that 
in the carcasses of four 1,250 pounds steers. While 
those steers could furnish this food but once, the cow 
would be ready the next season to duplicate her feat or 
better it. ; 

The International Harvester company mentions the 
name of one Holstein cow that in seven seasons gave 
in milk and butter the food equivalent of 40,000 pounds 
of beef. About 47 steers each weighing 1,400 pounds 
would be necessary to dress out that quantity. 

These two examples emphasize the great future 
possibilities from the use of well-bred stock. Wall 
street might endow every blue-ribbon animal in the 
county.”

INFLATED PUREBREDS 


NDER the above heading, The Countr

try. The first article was by Gov. were ae 
Cray of Indiana, one of the foremost breeders of Heref - 
in this country and had to do largely with conditions “ 
they exist in the beef cattle industry. The second arti ie 
was by R. M. Cassell, a breeder of Poland-China hogs - 
dealt with conditions in the Pure Bred hog industr 
Although written from the standpoint of the two branche 
of livestock mentioned, these articles contain much foot 
for thought for the Holstein industry. Both the writers 
blame the present depressed condition of their industry 
upon the speculator and the methods he has evolved in 
boosting the prices of registered animals to heights be- 
yond the reach of the every day farmer. As they express 
it they made it necessary for the farmer to pay for pure 
bred breeding stock prices which he could never hope to 
get out on in the production of beef and pork for the 
market. As a consequence the most important outlet for 
their surplus animals was cut off and there was developed 
a condition where breeders were largely trading among 
themselves, which is not a healthy or profitable condition, 
as was quickly apparent when money became tight and 
prices for the products of the farm hit the toboggan. 
Specific mention is made of dubious practices at public 
sales where in many cases bye-bidding was a rule rather 
than the exception; where one breeder bought animals at 
a high price from another with the understanding that the 
compliment would be returned later when the second 
breeder offered cattle for sale; the offering of extravagant 
prices for the return sale of progeny of animals offered for 
sale and “wash” sales where animals were purchased in 
advance of the auction and then run through at a price 
several times what it would otherwise bring. 

As Mr. Cassell expressed it, it finally came to a point 
where men going out to buy high priced boars did not con- 
sider so much “is he a really good animal?” but “can I put 
him over?” 

The lesson of these cattle and hog breeders is pertinent 
for our consideration as breeders of Holsteins. We have 
suffered to a degree from the most of the practices com- 
plained of. We have had our troubles with unscrupulous 
methods at public sales, we have gone through the period 
where we looked at the price hitched on to some sire rather 
than upon the actual merit really represented but it did 
not take a crash in values to show us our mistake. The 
real zenith of our troubles along the line of inflated prices 
came along in May 1919 and shortly thereafter followed the 
jolt that awakened Holstein breeders all over the country 
to the fact that inflated records as well as inflated prices 
were a poor foundation upon which to build a successful 
business. As a direct result animals of real merit, that 
represented the best type of the breed along with produc- 
ing ability, continued to sell at the highest average prices 
in the history of the breed. Unfortunately. the practices 
that are mentioned as having brought disaster in the cattle 
and hog industries are not yet entirely eliminated from 
the Holstein business. It would be idle to try to argue such 
a statement but we feel that we are justified in stating that 
those practices are decidedly on the down grade and that 
public sentiment in the industry is attaining a strength and 
scope in its demand for higher standards of business 
ethics that augurs well for our future development. 

Breeders of pure bred livestock should consider them 
selves as producers of seed that should go out to improve 
the herds and flocks of the average farmer through up 
grading. That is what Gov. McCray means when he says 
that the final value of any pure bred animal must be 
measured in terms of production. So far as the Holstein 
business is concerned we believe the figures will show that 
progress has been made in selling to the average farmer. 
The census taken by the Holstein-Friesian Association last 
year revealed the fact that 93%of the men keeping pure 
bred Holsteins have a larger income from the sale of 
and dairy products than from their surplus breeding stock. 
In other words 93% of the Holstein owners must be clas . 
as dairymen rather than breeders. This proportion does B 
indicate that the Holstein industry has failed in the mat 
of selling to average farmers but rather that too large a 
proportion of the men who are keeping Holsteins have 
failed to appreciate and make the most of their oppor 
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in developing a profitable business in the breed- 
ing and selling of pure bred seed stock to other farmers 
and the dairymen the next step lower in the scale. The 
constant. growth of the National Association membership 
which has more than doubled in the past four years, taken 
in connection with the figures for the Association in the 
matter of registrations and transfers for the past twenty 
years, shows a healthy normal progression for the indus- 
try. The number of men interested in the breed is shown 
to be increasing in almost a constant ratio with the in- 
crease in the number of animals. From these facts it will 
be seen there is no cause for alarm or nervousness as to 
the foundation of the Holstein industry and its future 
prosperity. The conditions which have existed during the 
past year have brought home to many a farmer his need 
for the dairy cow as the central figure in his farming opera- 
tions. Many farmers today are looking to the dairy cow 
for their salvation, who last year and the years that pre- 
ceded felt that they had no use for her. This extension in 
the demand for dairy animals inevitably means a wider 
market for the great Black and White breed. The grain 
and beef and hog farmers are in a receptive mood and they 
have not far to look to find where the Holstein cow is al- 
ready delivering the goods. We believe it is up to the Hol- 
stein industry, individually and collectively, at this time 
to put forth an effort such as it has never done in the past 
to sell the Holstein idea to the men who need it and want 
it today. As we have repeatedly pointed out for months 
past, now is the time to buy them. As the dollar assumes 
more nearly its normal purchasing power we shall prob- 
ably have to expect a somewhat lower price level than has 
prevailed during the past few years. It would be a miracle 
if it happened otherwise. But we are convinced from a 
study of all the conditions and factors entering into the 
situation that right now is as favorable a time to buy pure 
bred Holsteins as any of us who are now living will ever 
see. We shall be doing a service not only to the breed and 
to the farmers concerned but also to humanity if we leave 
no stone unturned right now to interest actively in the 
Holstein breeding business just as big a proportion as pos- 
sible of the men who need the Holstein cow today.

Another Method of Computing Combined 
Championship 


E present as a feature this week a very interesting 
letter from a South Carolina correspondent 


devising another method for determining the 
relative standing of our great producers for milk 

and butter combined. It will be recalled that in our 
January 22 issue there appeared an article on this 
subject in which the method of rating consisted in listing 
the leaders in each class for milk and also the leaders for 
butter and then adding the ranking for milk to the ranking 
for butter, the smallest total designating the champion for 
combined production. The other method proposed is to 
pr gee the milk record and the butter record with the

World’s Live Stock Exposition 1925 


LANS are now being made for a great World’s Fair 

and Exposition in 1925 at Portland, Oregon to cele- 

brate the Centennial of Occupation by the Hudson 

Bay Co. and the completion of National Highways. In 
connection with this Exposition the Live Stock interests 
are already starting a line-up for the greatest Live Stock 
Exposition ever held. According to present plans the Ex- 
position grounds will be so located that the Pacific Inter- 
national Arena and buildings will be in the center of them. 
This arrangement will give this World’s Fair the best plant 
for taking care of live stock exhibits that any such exposi- 
tion has ever had. These permanent buildings, thoroughly 
modern in every respect, will have a capacity of at least, 
2000 head of dairy catle. O. M. Plummer, Mgr., of the Pa- 
cific International, writes that they are making tentative 
plans already for a Live Stock Show lasting about two 
months, beginning in October. The Dairy breeds would be 
shown for the first two weeks. In connection with the 
show of Dairy Cattle would ve held the sheep and goat 
show, there being accommodations for 2500 in the present 
sheep and hog divisions. Allowing one week for the dairy 
cattle to get out, the beef cattle would come in for two 
weeks more in the same space, with the swine breeds shown 
in connection. Allowing another week to intervene the 
show of heavy draft horses, light horses and the Night 
Horse Show, poultry, rabbits and a tremendous bench show 
would hold the boards. Throughout all of the two months 
of livestock showing the machinery hall would be crowded 
with exhibits of machinery, tractors, trucks and many other 
things having to do with farm life. Probably a month of 
light harness racing would be held in September. Mr. 
Plummer has set his mark at $10,000 as a minimum for 
each breed in prize money and with, at least, 600 head of 
Holsteins on exhibition. He writes that their exposition 
buildings are located on deep water so that ocean-going 
vessels can tie-up within three hundred feet of their dairy 
pavilion and he has a vision of a truly International Ex- 
position with the best livestock from Holland, Belgium, 
France and England coming through the canal directly 
to the show without any trans-shipping. It is not too early 
now for breeders to begin making plans on their representa- 
tion in this great show because the honors that will be won 
there will be honors worth winning.

Pabst Virginia Johanna with a pro- 
duction of 770.5 lbs. butter and 15,- 
836.6 Ibs. milk in three hundred and 
five days as a junior two-year-old as 
reported last week, breaks the world’s 
record for butter formerly held by 
Dutchland Colantha Grace who last 
year set the mark at 739.01 lbs. butter 
and 17296.5 lbs. milk—the milk record 
still standing. The new champion at 
freshening made a seven-day record of 
22.39 Ibs. butter and 431.3 Ibs. milk. 
The record was made at the age of 
two years and twenty-four days. She 
is a daughter of King Pontiac Cham- 
pion and Virginia Johanna being thus 
a full sister to Pabst Virginia Rose, 
one of the 32-lb. daughters of King 
Pontiac Champion, that was consider- 
ed to be one of the greatest daughters 
he ever sired. Pabst Virginia Rose 
as a two-year-old made 826.51 Ibs. in 
a year. She is dam also of Pabst Cle 
matis with a seven-day record of 26.13 
Ibs. and a year record as a four-year- 
old of 818.15 Ibs., also Pabst Champion 
Johanna, with a junior two-year-old 
record of 24.32 Ibs. These four full 
sisters comprise a wonderful group, 
all being bred and developed at Pabst 
Stock Farm, Oconomowoc, Wis.

A meeting of the Oswego County Holstein Breeders’

ONONDAGA COUNTY ASSOCIATION MEETS 


The Onondaga County Holstein Association met at the 
Court House, Syracuse, N. Y., Feb. 28th. In the absence of 
President Chase, Vice-president E. K. Munroe called the 
meeting to order and introduce the state secretary, E. R.

A. L. Brockway called attention to the 
high agricultural rank of New York state and stated that 
the recent census showed that New York state stood first 
in the value of dairy products. In value of agricultural 
products. Texas stood first and then came a group Con- 
sisting of Iowa, Illinois, California and New York, so close 
together that the rank was practically the same. BE. A. 
Powell called attention to the fact that practically every 
great record cow or sire traces directly to New York state 
animals and was of New York state blood lines.

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OLDHAM CALLS THE TURN 

A communication from Secretary L. 
L. Oldham of the Wisconsin Holstein- 
Friesian Association takes serious ex- 
ception to the article appearing on 
page 90 of the issue of January 15 
under the heading of National Win- 
nings by States. The article in ques- 
tion presented some of the reasons 
which the different states had for feel- 
ing pleased with the results of the 
State Herd Competition last fall and 
figures were quoted from the Minne- 
sota Holstein-Friesian summarizing 
the state awards at the National Dairy 
Show. These figures show that 
Minnesota won more firsts, more sec- 
onds and more thirds than any other 
state and also a larger total number 
of ribbons. 

Oldham comments thusly,—‘“This 
story would make it look on paper as 
if the National Dairy Show was paint- 
ed maroon and gold and the words 
“Minnesota” had blotted out all other 
states; but at the ringside it was a 
different story. The table is all right 
as far as it goes but it does not go far 
enough. Brother Scott stopped when 
the stopping was good. Why not a 
column on championships won and an- 
other on number of head exhibited by 
States? These two points pay a vital 
part in the real standing of the con- 
testants and we submit the following 
information as a supplement to Scott’s 
tabulations. Of the six championships 
ouered, Wisconsin won five which 
would give Wisconsin a total of twelve 
first prizes and championships as 
against ten for Minnesota. Everyone 
concedes that the “prize plums” at 
any show are the championships, Get 
of Sire and Groups. The Champion- 
ships speak for themselves. Wiscon- 
sin blue ribbon winners in the Get of 
Sire class were said to be the best 
ever shown at Chicago, certainly four 
wonderful cows. In the groups Wis- 
consin was not entered except in the 
classes for Dairy Herd and State Herd 
carring off the blue in both classes. 
In the past two years out of twelve 
championships offered, Wisconsin has 
won eight. The Dairy Herd honor, 
which Wisconsin won, we covet highly 
as do all important Dairy States. Win- 
ning it supports our contention of be- 
ing the greatest Dairy State in the 
Union. 

Regarding the number of head ex- 
hibited Minnesota had _ forty-seven 
head on exhibition and was thirty- 
three times in the money. Wisconsin 
with twenty-eight head on exhibition 
was twenty-three times inside the 
money. Only five animals in Wiscon- 
sin’s entire exhibit were out of the 
money and failed to get a ribbon. One 
of these, Gustave Pabst’s three-year- 
old died before the show opened and 
another Kirkpatrick Bros.’ bull calf 
was in the hospital the entire show 
period. Another was first prize heifer 
at Waterloo but outside the money at 
Chicago. Figure it out for yourself 
and see which record is best based on 
the number of head exhibited. Com- 
piled tables of statistics are without 
powers of interpretation. Our under- 
standing of them depends upon the 
viewpoint and the conclusions gained 
from summarized testimony. 

Again, the Wisconsin exhibit of 
tweny-eight head was made up by 
nineteen breeders and they lived in 
nine different counties in the State. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


The ten head shown in the Champion 
State Herd were exhibited by nine 
different breeders. Thus the Wiscon- 
sin State Herd consisted practically of 
one animal to a breeder. Some indica- 
tion of the uniformity in the Holstein 
herds in the State we’d say. 

Minnesota gave an alibi in the death 
of her four-year-old. Yet did not Wis- 
consin lose a wonderful! three-year-old? 
This heifer in our judgment had as 
much chance to beat the four-year-old 
from Minnesota as the latter did to 
win over Doetje Nellie Concordia, the 
Grand Champion cow. So much for 
alibis. 

We do not want to be misunder- 
stood, Mr. Editors. We are not de- 
bating this story and table because we 
like to get in print. Your columns 
have given us credit heretofore for tak- 
ing the coveted honors at the Show 
which is the culmination of the Show 
season, but we cannot let such stuff 
get by even as news without produc- 
ing some incriminating comparison 
from our point of view. We would not 
be alive to the job we hold and cer- 
tainly not playing fair with our 
breeders if we would let someone steal 
our hard earned show ring laurels. 
Again, it is not right to permit the 
Holstein public to carry a wrong im- 
pression. Minnesota did not by any 
means monopolize the coveted honors 
on the tan bark at Chicago and we 
fight this attempt to convey with pen- 
cil and paper such impression to the 
readers of your good publication.” 





QUEEN KORNDYKE GALE HAS 
30 LBS. 


“Queen Korndyke Gale in the 
Dutchland Farm herd has increased 
her record to 30.25 lbs. of butter from 
650 lbs. of milk” says a letter from 
Earl D. Upton, manager.

King Pontiac Champion died in Jan- 
uary at Pabst Stock Farm. His daugh- 
ters have been among the most sensa- 
tional of the breed in both long an 
short time test and their work hes 
been a distinguishing feature of the 
breed history for the past three. or 
four years.

FROM CANADA TO PERU 

T. G. Payne of the Unco Mission 
Farm, Calca, Peru, purchased seven 
real good Holsteins from Elias Snyder 
of Burgessville, Ontario, at the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition. Writing on 
November 26 to Mr. Snyder, Mr. 
Payne says that they arrived on the 
day before, the animals being in fine 
trim after so long a trip. They were 
held up at one port for sixteen days 
on account of a strike, but as Mr. 
Payne had secured 20 sacks of bran 
before this strike began, as well as 
some alfalfa, he was able to take care 
of the animals in good shape. It took 
two days to do the 24 miles over the 
mountains, and the railroad stations 
were crowded with people to see the 
animals as they went through. At the 
mission farm, which consists of 6,400 
acres, the cattle are never housed and 
have luxuriant alfalfa pastures the 
year around.

Unfortunately 
both cow and calf died. A severe 
loss, not only to Pabst Stock Farm but 
to the breed. Her best record was 
made in eight year old form when fol- 
lowing a 34-lb. seven-day test she com- 
pleted her year with 1315.93 lbs. but- 
ter and 29,395.7 lbs. milk. She came 
back the next year with a year record 
of 1249.06 lbs. butter and 28,602.9 Ibs.

Her grain ration was mixed on a 
basis of one pound of dairy ration, one 
pound of bran, two pounds of oats, two 
and a half pounds of barley and one 
part of oil meal. Starting with 16 
pounds a day this ration was gradual- 
ly increased till it reached 22 pounds.

If a group of Holstein breeders were 
asked the name of the official world’s 
champion Holstein yearling, it is 
doubtful whether any of them could 
answer correctly. Some of them 
would say the great Evans heifer, 
Nooksack Jewel Fayne; others the 
Carnation Farms’ splendid heifer, 
Carnation Matador Nora. Others, who 
had kept close track of the Blue Book, 
and the Gardner report would say 
Belle Hazeltine Ormsby. Very few 
would know that the official champion 
is a heifer owned by President D. D.

Holsteins Win First Two December 
Prizes 

Despite the fact that there were 
only 69 Holstein-Friesian cows testea 
in the Missouri cow race during 
December against 254 Jerseys, the 
black and whites win the first two 
places for butterfat production. In 
fact, of the 26 cows making 50 lbs. 01 
more of butterfat in the month, 14 
were registered Holsteins, eleven 
were Jerseys and one was a Guernsey. 
Five prizes are donated by prominent 
firms and manufacturers for monthly 
production. Holstein cattle won four 
of these for their owners, a registered 
Jersey winning the third prize. 
Registered Holsteins occupied six out 
of the first seven places on the list. 

The leader for the month was 
Roxane Rag Apple King De Kol, owned 
by the Pettis County Holstein-Friesian 
Co. of Sedalia. This cow, in the herd 
of John Bluhn of Smithton, made 
2379.9 lbs. of milk, 81.39 lbs. of butter- 
fat in the month. Mr. Bluhn owned 
the second cow, Clifden Palmar Veritas 
Pontiac, she making 1845.3 lbs. milk, 
68.29 lbs. fat. The Jersey produced 
66.823 lbs. fat. Frances Burke Home- 
stead, owned by Fredmar Farms, is 
fourth with 1963.3 lbs. milk, 65.77 lbs. 
fat. Campus Lady Hengerveld Uno 
owned by the University of Missour1 
comes next with 1730 lbs. milk, 62.278 
lbs., and Bona Clothilde Parthenea, 
owned by E. P. Frink is sixth with 
1842 lbs. milk, 61.89 lbs. fat. The 
University of Missouri cow does not 
compete for prizes, so that the other 
five are the prize winners. Among 
the other owners of cows making 50 
lbs. or more of fat in the month are 
the Johnson County Association and 
C. E. Driver. 

Entries to the competition for 
yearly prizes close April 1, 1921, but 
the competition for monthly prizes 
will be open to all for the duration 
of the contest. Three hundred seventy- 
four cows were tested during the 
month, and of these, 41 Holsteins 
made 7-day butter records. In all, 
there are 66 herds doing test work. 

Sixteen registered Holsteins made 
over 16 lbs. of fat in 7 days during the 
month and two made over 600 lbs. of 
milk in the week. The greatest pro- 
ducer both for milk and butter is 
Nathalie Jewel Girl, 693.8 lbs. milk, 
23.20 lbs. fat. She is owned by 
George Georges, who also owns the 
next three largest producers. Hemetite 
Hilton De Kol made 626.6 lbs. milk, 
22.34 lbs. of fat. Other Holstein 
breeders reported in the list are the 
Pettis County Holstein-Friesian Co., 
Cc. E. Driver, F. W. A. Vesper, Uni- 
versity of Missouri, Harry Cook, F. M. 
Kink and the Pickering Farms. The 
report is compiled by Charles W. 
Turner, superintendent of official 
testing under the direction of A. C. 
Ragsdale of the University of Mis- 
souri, Department of Dairy Hus- 
bandry.

Editor World: 

I am happy to inform you that a 
federal veterinary, Dr. Lynch tested 
my herd yesterday for entry into the 
accredited herd list. He gave the en- 
tire herd a very thorough testing, and 
every animal over six months of age 
passed the test most satisfactorily. 
Not a single animal reacted, nor was 
a single one considered suspicious. 

I am very glad to announce this fact, 
as I had a year or two ago a Bang 
herd on a separate farm from my 
regular herd, and through some in- 
fluence, and through some irrespons- 
ible means, the statement was circu- 
lated to buyers, and breeders, that my 
entire herd was tubercular, and that 
I had no animals except those that 
were in that condition. This of 
course was very foolish, but it caused 
me great annoyance, and a great loss 
of trade. On this account, while I 
was very anxious to have calves from 
some of the cows which were tuber- 
cular, I decided to dispose of every an- 
imal which had reacted, and had ever 
been suspicious. I did so and conse- 
quently have not a single animal on 


the place that had not a clean bill of 
health. 

Of course these animals will have 
to be tested again before the herd 
can be called accredited, but I doubt 
if there is a cleaner herd anywhere in 
this country. 

The story of the cleaning up of this 
herd is an interesting one, as the 
calves of reacting cows, when proper- 
ly fed on pasteurized milk, and kept 
entirely separate from all the other 
animals, have proved entirely sound. 

I started in some years ago with 
the determination that every animal 
that went into my herd should be 
thoroughly tested, and by a veterinary 
of my own selection, and that every 
animal that went away from the herd 
was to be tested in order to know that 
none left that were not perfectly 
sound.

INFLUENCE OF BULL ASSOCIA. 
TIONS 


Two years ago, a bull association 
was organized at Webster County 
Mo., and a little later, another one in 
the adjoining counties of Wright and 
Douglass. Before organizing, Webster 
County had one bull for every seven- 
teen cows and Wright and Douglas 
had cne bull for every twenty-nine 
cows, but in each locality after they 
got the association into operation 
they found one bull for every fifty 
cows enough. 

Before the bull associations were 
organized, the bulls which the mem- 
bers owned were valued at $75.00 each. 
After organization, the bulls pur- 
chased and owned by the members of 
the two associations were worth on 
the average about $275.00 each, or 
nearly fi" times as much, and the 
it very little greater per 
farm. By a co:.paratively small addi- 
tional investment, the members of 
these tw» associations were able to 
secure -“ch more valuable herd sires. 

Botn of these associations seem to 
have considerable influence in en- 
couraging the members to keep pure 
bred cows. The Webster County As- 
sociation started with only two pure 
breds. In 1920, there were no less 
than 95 in this county. There were 
no pure bred cows at all in the 
Wright-Douglas Association when it 
began, but at the present date, there 
are twelve, a change, which, though 
small, shows progress: and may lead 
to great results in the future. As the 
comparative statistics of these two as- 
sociations may be of interest, we are 
reproducing them in full.

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Kingsley Reports On That Chili Trip 





4 RECEIVED my first copy of the 
"\ World yesterday and, as you re 
quest, I will write a brief account 
of our trip from New York state to 
Chili. 
We left Valley Falls August 8th 
with 46 head of Holstein females, then 
we picked up four head more together 
with two bulls at Baltimore, Md., 
whence we sailed on August 19th. Our 
first stop was at Christbol, Canal Zone 
where the ship recoaled and trans- 
ferred some of her cargo. We then 
passed the Canal, which is indeed a 
wonderful piece of construction. One 
can read about it, but cannot apprecl 
ate its magnitude and grandeur with- 
out passing through it. 

Our next stop was at Callao, Peru, 
which is the port entrance to its cap- 
ital Lima. Lima is situated in a won- 
derfully fertile country. It does not 
have any rainfall so must depend en- 
tirely upon irrigation for its water 
supply. Just to illustrate its fertility, 
one Holstein farmer showed me where 
he had harvested two thousand pounds 
of cotton to the acre which I am sure 
is considerable above the average of 
our southern states. This gentleman 
had imported several Holsteins from 
the United States, his last two sires 
coming from the farms of Mr. Powell 
and Mr. Arfmann respectively. He 
was anxious to import more, but said 
because of a prevalent fever which 
resembled Texas fever, it was impos- 
sible to bring animals of more than 
six months of age and have them live 
and the chance was too great to take 
on anything besides sires. His herd 
of 250 milkers were only averaging 15 
Ibs. of milk per day for which he re- 
ceived about thirty cents a quart. He 
could buy first class bran and cotton 
seed meal for $28.00 a ton, so it would 
seem he could afford to take quite a 
chance on Holsteins. 

Our ship lay in the above harbor for 
18 days discharging cargo, part of 
which consisted of 75 Fordson trac- 
tors. The local Ford dealer in Lima 
informed us that during the past year 
he had sold 800 Ford cars and 200 
tractors. One would not doubt his 
word any after seeing the number do- 
ing jitney service in the city. We 
stopped in several other small ports 
along the coast, but only for a day or 
so at a place, arriving in Antofagasta 
on October 2d, after 46 days on board. 

The cattle all came through nicely 
and have been doing fine until a few 
days ago when they began coming 
down with foot and mouth disease. 
Thirty-five were fresh and were aver- 
aging about 40 lbs. a day, several had 
passed the 50-lb. mark, one reaching 
as high as 58 lbs. her best day. We 
were well pleased with the showing 
considering the fact that they were 
all in their first lactation period. An- 
tofagasta is situated in the great ni- 
trate district of Chili. It never rains 


here and the soil is so full of salts 
that no vegetation grows here what- 
ever. We have to depend altogether 
on dry feed imported from the south 
of the country. 

In regard to the attitude of the peo- 
ple toward American cattle, I must 


say I was disappointed. They seem to 
look on American shippers with con 
siderable criticism. The reason seems 
to be that in the past they have had 
inferior good shipped them by un- 
scrupulous Americans at _ superior 
prices, However, many Chilian cat- 
tleman are watching this experiment 
with considerable interest and I think 
if these cattle make good, it will 
mean a market for more American 
cattle.

PATIENCE REWARDED 


Editor World:— 

An interesting demonstration of 
what can be accomplished by patience, 
persistence, kindness and hard work 
was recently observed by the writer 
during the conduct of an official 7-day 
record in Bayfield Co., Wis. 

Thoralf Yderstad, the enterprising 
proprietor of the “Valley of Good 
Hope” near Mason was milking five 
cows on official test. One, a first calf 
three-year-old, had a very badly caked 
udder. Under ordinary handling she 
would have failed to meet the A. R. O. 
requirements. She did succeed in 
making a record of 292.3 lbs. milk, 
3.654 average test, and 10.68 lbs. of 
butterfat, or what is usually termed 
a 13.35 lb. butter record. During the 
7 days that she was on test, Mr. Yder- 
stad spent 17 hours and 38 minutes 
milking her, an average of 38 minutes 
a milking or 2% hours per day. He is 
certainly to be complimented on his 
success in carrying her through so 
successfully. It is men like him who 
prove what the Holstein cow is 
capable of being persuaded to do un- 
der adverse conditions. In addition 
to the foregoing, his senior yearling 
produced 393.4 lbs. milk, 12.457 Ibs. 
fat. His three full aged cows aver- 
aged 429.7 Ibs. milk, 13.8 lbs. butterfat 
at an average of 58 days after calving. 

They are now entered in year work 
and will no doubt make creditable 
records. 

These tests were conducted under 
pioneer conditions in extreme Nor- 
thern Wisconsin, a log barn and an 
outside water tank in February being 
part of the disadvantages it was neces- 
sary to overcome. 

The axiom. that the only way to 
learn to feed and care for test cows is 
to go ahead and do it is constantly be- 
ing proven true, 

If many farmers much more favor- 
ably situated could realize that fairly 
good records can be made without ex- 
pensive apparatus, modern con- 
veniences, and with only a small out- 
lay for feeds to help the home grown 
grains, more of them would avail 
themselves of the opportunity to place 
their cows in the Advanced Registry 
with profit to themselves and credit 
for the Black and Whites. 

Incidentally, the knowledge gained 
of the advantages in combining differ- 
ent feeds to get the maximum of milk 
production from test cows can be pro- 
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fitably used in ine 3i 
y us reasing the 
tion of the entire herd. ——

MILK MARKET IMPROVING 


The dairy industry on the Pacific 
Coast which was pretty well shot to 
pieces when the big  condensaries 
shut down, is experiencing a revival. 
The Carnation condensaries at Kent, 
Sedro-Wooley, Stanwood, Monroe, 
Mount Vernon, Everson, Ferndale and 
Chehalis have opened again, and the 
price of milk increased twenty cents 
per hundred pounds, so that dairy- 
men feel decidedly encouraged. 

Congestion, due to foreign trade 
conditions, was given as the reason 
for the suspension of condensary op- 
erations last fall. A statement recently 
sent out by the Carnation Co. says, 
“the valley of depresssion appears to 
have been passed”. It is believed that 
these plants will now be able to pro 
vide an adequate outlet for large 
quantities of the milk produced in 
Washington’s great dairy region. 

When the evaporation of milk was 
discontinued, many of the large con- 
densaries began to manufacture but- 
ter. The price was reduced to the 
farmer. The increased output of butter 
in addition to the foreign imports is 
said to have been partly responsible 
for the unsettled conditions of the milk 
market.

Department of Agriculture say that 
during the year 1920 the milk cows of 
the country have declined in value 
24.8%, or from an average of $85.11 to 
$63.97, while the total value has de 
clined $518,228,000 from $2,010,128,000 
to $1,491,900,000. Other cattle of the 
country have declined in value 27.3%. 
The total number of animals on farms 
and ranges Jan. lst is estimated at 
23,321,000 milk cows; 42,870,000 other 
cattle. During the year it is estimated 
that milk cows decreased 298,000 or 
1.3%, while other cattle decreased in 
numbers 1,880,000 or 4.2%. The de 
cline in value of cattle is less than the 
decline in sheep or swine.

Fourteen supervisors were used dur- 
ing the month of December to superin- 
tend official tests in the State of 
Washington. Four hundred thirty- 
eight cows, of which 224 were Hol- 
steins, were tested. Sixty-eight herds 
of which 27 were Holsteins had cows 
in test. In all 453 tests including two 
verifications were superintended by 
the fourteen men. The great happen- 
ing of the month was the completing 
of the year record by Segis Pietertje 
Prospect, Carnation’s great cow, her 
year being up Dec. 18th. Full particu- 
lars have already been given in the 
World. 

During the year 1920, 4953 tests 
were made in the State, a substantial 
increase over the total of 3258 in 1919.

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40.5%—30-day tests a decrease of 
56.2%—retests an increase of 251.4%, 
while the total increase of all tests is 
52%. Retests and verification rose 
from 35 to 153. Seven-day tests rose 
from 258 to 363.

BRITISH HERDS DECLINE 

The final official British Agricultural 
statistics for 1920 show that there was 
a big decline in cattle and sheep dur- 
ing the year. During the war period, 
the figures for cattle reached a high 
level, but there has been a steady re- 
duction since peace was declared and 
a big decline in sheep. Figures for 
1920 show 13,383,000 sheep against 
over 15,000,000 for 1919. 16,500,000 for 
1918 and 17,000,000 for 1917. 

For the first time in ten years, there 
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were less than 1,000,000 calve i 
the figures being 907,000 oo 
1,203,000 in 1919; 1,283,000 in 1918 
1,315,000 for 1917. The figures ie 
that there were at the end of heb-oeer 
2,353,000 dairy cattle in England and 
Wales, 2,287,000 non-dairy cattle one 
year and over and 907,000 less than a 
year old. The decrease is attributed 
largely to the number of calves Slaugh- 
tered during the year. Veal for the 
greater part of the year was not con- 
trolled, whereas both the supply and 
price of beef and mutton were under 
full control. Butchers paid higher 
prices accordingly for calves with the 
result that nearly all the calves in the 
market were bought for slaughtering 
instead of rearing. 


At a dairymen’s meeting at Doyles- 
town, Pa., Prof. E. S. Savage spoke on 
the possibilities of purebred breeding 
illustrating his talk by the history of 
the Cornell University Holstein-Frie.

I know of no other sire with a 
list of comparable length who can show such an average 
for all the records made by his daughters regardless of 
age and it is worth noting that the 56 records of the Co- 
lantha 8th daughters were made at an average age of about 
3 years 2 months. 

The ten records of his daughters made at full age in- 
clude two above 800 lbs., another above 700 lbs., two more 
above 600 lIbs., three above 580 Ibs., and only two that are 
jess than 500 Ibs., those two both being above 490 bs.

The Ohio Association will close the campaign early in 
March with approximately 1,000 members and a fund of 
$10,000 per year for a three-year period. Secretary Barker 
has a force of men from Ohio and adjoining states assist- 
ing in the wok. Three crews are working in different sec- 
tions of the state simultaneously.

CHASING THE TICK FROM 
GEORGIA 


During 1920, approximately 6,000,009 
cattle were inspected or ‘dipped in 
Georgia in the tick eradication cam. 
paign. The new state-wide law has 
greatly strengthened the efforts of the 
progressive stockmen and inspectors 
This law provides that when the cat. 
tle owners fail or refuse to disinfect 
his cattle regularly and properly, they 
are to be dipped at the owner's er- 
pense. During the year, there were 
52 cases where this law was enforced 
and it cost the delinquent dippers 
$1585.65 to redeem their cattle. 

Many of the county commissioners 
courts have made liberal appropria- 
tions. for tick eradication and are tak- 
ing an interest in seeing that value is 
received for the money spent. 7016 
square miles were released from 
quarantine during 1920. This consist- 
ed of seventeen ccqinties.

I have read with much interest the 
article in Feb. 12th issue of the World 
by Mr. G. H. Gardner. Inasmuch as 
Mr. Gardner has practically voiced my 
sentiments regarding the short-com- 
ings of the so-called “dairyman’s di- 
vision,” I will, with your permission, 
attempt to sustantiate his argument 
by citing the case of one cow I have 
entered in the “dairyman’s division.”
